Extraordinary precautions were taken 
yesterday to make sure: that the police 
would do their utmost to-day to pre- 
vent illegal voting and the intimidation 
of voters by gangsters at the polls. 
Mayor Kline after a conference with 
John Purroy Mitchel, the Fusion candi- 
date for Mayor, and* Robert Adamson, 
manager of the Fusion campaign, re- 
quested Police Commissioner Waldo to 
shift every Police Captain in the five 
: At midnight last 
night every Captain was transferred to 
another precinct, and he will stay in ‘nis 
new post until 8 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning. 

The order came as a shock to the 
older men in the Police Department. 
It was the first of its kind sent out 
since the consolidation of the bor- 
oughs. It has been customary to trans- 
fer patrolmen from one precinct to an- 
other for elections, but the Captains as 
a rule have stayed in their regular pre- 
eincts. Early yesterday Commissioner 
Waldo denied that he intended to trans- 
fer the Captains, but 
mind after hearing from the Mayor.

He said that un- 
der his arrangements 700 detectives and 
plain-clothes men would be at work 
from midnight last night until after 
the polis closed to-night, running down 
persons of this sort.

Costigan and a squad of thirty picked 
men, Deputy Commissioners Newberger 
and McKay, and Inspector Daly with 
three squads, and Inspector Joseph Fau- 
rot with a force of 375 detectives would 
be on duty throughout the five bor- 
oughs, he asserted, to watch for men 
likely to create disturbances. These po- 
licemen, he said, had been instructed 
to arrest every man known to them as 
a criminal or gunman who was found 
around the polls. The policemen will 
be scattered for the most part through- 
out the districts where trouble is ex- 
pected. In addition to the detectives a 
uniformed patrolman will be on duty 
inside every polling place, and one out- 
side. 

John Purroy Mitchel called yesterday 
morning on Mayor Kline in the City 
Hall. When he came out of the Mayor's 
office he said that he had called to 
thank the Mayor for ordering the Police 
Commissioner to station patrolmen in 
and outside of all polling places. He 
said he had asked the Mayor to do all 
that he could to insure an honest vote. 
Mayor Kline had assured him that he 
would do so, the candidate asserted. 
E. Stagg Whitin of the Honest Ballot 
Association said last night: 

1,500 Challenges Ready. 


** Our 3,000 men at the polls will have 
approximately 1,500 challenges in their 
hands. We have issued printed lists 
containing the names of suspected frau- 
dulent voters in each election district, 
and we have given these lists to our 
watchers. In one election district on 
the lower east side there are forty-one 
men to be challenged. If any one at- 
tempts to vote under the hundreds of 
names we have given to the District At- 
torney we shall challenge him. Judge 
Gavegan’s decision as to a legal resi- 
dence will add to the number of chal- 
lenges. Scores of lawyers have volun- 
teered their services for election day 
and many citizens have given us the 
use of their automobiles. We have 
made every preparation that experience 
could suggest, and if desperate frauds 
are attempted we are ready to combat 
them.”

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YOUNG WIFE SLAIN. 


Stabbed with Dull Pocket Knife as 
Her Baby Played Beside Her. 


From his flat on the ground floor of 
the tenement .at- 346 East Forty-ninth 
Street Salvatore “Nocero,.a young Ital- 
ian laborer, ran last evening shouting 
to the East Fifty-first Street Station 
to tell the police that he had come home 
from. work to find his wife, Angelina, 
lying slain on the kitchen floor. With 
Nocero was .his father-in-law, and the 
two went back with Patrolman Nickess 
to the tenement. 

There, face down on the kitchen floor 
of the ground-floor flat Nickess found 
the murdered woman. She had been 
stabbed’ repeatedly in the head and 
throat with what must have been a dull 
pocketknife, and the room was in a 
state of disorder that told of a struggle. 

Chairs were overturned, kitchen 
utensils had tumbled to the floor, the 
table-cover was half off. Within a foot 
of where the woman lay was her ten- 
months-old baby boy, Calogono, playing 
unconcernedly with a piece of coal. 

By 6:15 o’clock, within a quarter of an 
hour of the time that the news of the 
murder had been carried to the station, 
Dr. O’Donnell of Flower Hospital was 
in the kitchen. He said that Mrs. 
Nocero had been déad less than an 
hour, and the police, learned later that 
a tenant had*seen her come in from 
marketing at 5:30 o’clock, her basket 
on her arm. 

With this much to go upon, Inspector 


Faurot took charge of the case, assisted 
by Coroner Helienstein and Detectives 
Cassetti and Caputo of the Hast 104th 
Street station. To them Nocero ex- 
pressed the suspicion that his wife had 
been killed by blackmailers, who had 
been trying vainly to get $500 from him. 
Three times they had written directing 
him to place the desired sum at some 
spot in Eleventh Street, Brooklyn, but 
he had paid no attention. The third 
letter came on Columbus Day, with the 
threat to kill his family, and since then 
there had been no further word. 

But husband and wife did not relax 
their” caution. Every night, he _ said, 
when he and her father, Avasoto Avan- 
zola, came home from work, they had 
pushed the button till the front door 
clicked, and had then gone down to 
their own door and called out before 
Mrs. Nocero would open it to them. It 
was when no click came last evening 
as they pushed the button, Nocero said, 
that they became worried. They 
gained entrance to the hall by ringin¥ 
another bell and entering the flat by 
their key.

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 3.—Frederick

him. Few people can give the name of 
a New York Congressman to-day. 
“Take Sulzer, for example. Now, Mr.

‘Fred,’ and I call. him ‘ Bill’ But

Relatives Fight Miss Garrett’s Be- 
quest to Isaac T. Starr.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—The an- 
ticipated attack upon the bequest of up- 
ward of $10,000,000 by Miss Julia Gar- 
lrett, one of the wealthiest spinsters in 
a United States, to Isaac T. Starr, 
her fiscal agent, materialized to-day 
when Agnes W. Cook and Olivia Walter, 
relatives of the decedent, filed an appeal 
against the decision of the Register of 
Wills admitting the will to probate. 

Miss Garrett died at Villanova, a sub- 
urb of this city, on Aug. 31. She was a 
descendant of William Evans Garrett, 
who amassed an enormous fortune in 
the manufacture of snuff, and the dispo- 
sition of whose wealth created a feud 
between two branches of the family 
which has been handed down from gen- 
eration to generation, terminating with 
Miss Garrett, the last of her line. 

Following their appeal to-day the two 
relatives will have to file a citation 
setting forth the reasons for their ap- 
peal. Counsel for Mr. Starr may then 
file an answer, the court will pass upon 
the arguments advanced, and then the 
entire matter may be referred to the 
Court of Common Pleas for a jury irial.

TO BATTLE IN ARENA 


Would Deal Pulitzer Blow for 
Blow if He Would Fight 
Fair, He Declares. 





CANDIDATE PUTS UP FISTS 


Makes Threat to Hit Pulitzer “in 
His Pocketbook ” by Starting 
a Newspaper.. 


In winding up his campaign at eight 
meetings in the Bronx last night Ed- 
ward E. McCall, the Tammany candi- 
date fur Mayor, devoted much time to 
attacks on Ralph Pulitzer and The 
World. He said that he would like to 
be Mayor so that he could put his foot 
on Ralph Pulitzer’s neck. <A little later 
he said he would like to suggest that 
The World cartoonist make a funny car- 
toon of Ralph Pulitzer coming into the 
speaker’s office after he had been elect- 
ed Mayor, and then another cartoon of 
Pulitzer going out. 

The audiences that greeted Mr. 
Call were kindly disposed, and as

warmed up under the applause Mr. 
McCall added the third suggestion. At 
the big meeting at Wagner’s Hail, 


Castlehill Avenue and Westchester Ave- 
nue, Mr. McCall said: 

“Tf this slimy fellow Pulitzer could 
only fight fair,’’ he suggested while he 
struck the pose of a boxer, ‘‘I would 
like to welcome him into the arena and 
deal him blow for blow.” 

Mr. McCall’s remark was followed by 
cheers and the stamping of feet. Then 
Mr. McCall added: ‘ But it isn’t in him 
to fight fair, it isn’t in his lineage. 

**So he leaves the levels where gentle- 
men may go and descends into the gut- 
ter, where he knows so well how to 
wallow. I was called into the subway 
situation at a critical moment I ask 
you here if at that moment the situation 
did not spell life or death to your bor- 
ough? Where did Mr. Mitchel stand? 
Was he not against you at every point? 
Did he not fight you all the way 
through! And because I stood for you 
and your interests and signed the con- 
tracts this coward Pulitzer turned his 
mud batteries upon me 

‘‘T have stood from him more bitter 
calumnies than ever any public official 
before me had to stand. I ask you to 
remember him and his yellow journal. 


It is because I stood up for you that. 


the low lived coward has assailed me 
and heaped his filthy calumnies upon 
me, 

‘“But here to-night on the eve of my 
election I hurl back my absolute defi- 
ance at him, and my thorough con- 
tempt. He has assailed candidates be- 
fore who ran-away, but I have shown 
him that when he. assailed me he 
assailed a man who ran right square 
up against him. 

“He might as well prepare now for 
the fight that is coming, for on our 
side we have only just begun. We start 
after him right after election and we'll 
never quit till he is beaten out of our 
decent community. 

“Now, he has been cartooning me 
lately, and some of his cartoons I con- 
fess have touched me in the raw. I 
openly confess it. How could anybody 
help but being touched who has kept a 
slimy paper out of his home for eight 
years if: he should see that it has been 
slipped in and has reached the hands 
of his children?

Here, as he was 
entering the building a mail truck, at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour, bore 
down upon the crowd that had as- 
sembled. It forced people to flee in all 
directions, and bowled over a boy who 
was not quick enough in getting out 
of the way. Mr. McCall was urged by 
volunteer suggestions from the floor to 
make the regulation of mail trucks a 
principal item of his first few days in 


office, if he should be elected. 

‘Has he been dealing sledge-ham- 
mer blows?” suggested the candidate.

Mon- 
day is always the busiest day of the 
week for the Supreme Court, and the 
Chief Justice tried to make his birth- 
day even busier. He worked three 
hours in chambers before the court con- 
veried, then delivered one opinion and 
took part in the routine of the session. 
Chief Justice White took the oath as 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court on March 12, 18%. President 
Taft appointed him Chief Justice on

Gen. Huerta summoned the Diplo- 
matic Corps to the National Palace 
to-night, but for what purpose was 
not revealed. Three of the Ministers, 
those of Germany, Norway, and Rus- 
sia, were absent. They have been in 
Vera Cruz, where they were in confer- 
ence with President Wilson’s repre- 
sentative, John Lind, who is under- 
stood to be fully conversant with the 
latest representations from Washing- 
ton. 

Changes in the military situation 
throughout the country to-day includ- 
ed, according to the report, the ad- 
vance of the rebels to attack Zacate- 
cas, but the Government believes that 
the garrison’ there sufficiently 
strong to resist an attack successfully, 
Queretaro, capital of the State of the 
same name, on the main line of the 
National Railway, south of San Luis 
Potosi, is surrounded by rebels and 
practically in a state-of siege.

SPRING-RICE RETURNING. 


Sir William Tyrrell Denies That He 
Is Superseding His Old Friend. 


BOSTON, Nov. 3.—The British Am- 
bassador, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, and Sir 
William Tyrrell, 
retaries of Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who are 
staying here a few days, took occasion 
to-day to deny that there was any poli- 
tical significance in the extended so- 
journ of the Ambassador at his Summer 
home at Dublin, N. H., or that Sir 
William was in this country on a dip- 
lomatic mission.

Regarding the Mexican situation and 
the exchanges between Washington and 
London which followed implied criti- 
cism of the Administration's attitude in 
statements by the British Minister at 
Mexico City, Sir William said:

Communication with anybody in au-

ported move of the United States. 

The news from Mexico City will cre- 
ate great surprise in Washington when 
it becomes known through the newspa- / 
pers this morning. It does not agree, 
with what has been understood here 
with reference to the intentions of Presi- 
dent Wilson in handling the Mexican 
situation. Broad intimations have been 
given from the White House that this 
| Government did not intend to make any 
move until after President Huerta had 
announced what course he would pur » 
sue as a result of the elections of 
Oct. 26. 

All during the evening the Secretary 
had been expecting new developments, 
and prepared to stay up Jate to receive 
dispatches. The night operator in the 
telegraph room of the State Depart- 
ment, who usually leaves the key at 
midnight, was ordered to work through 
the night. 

News of the ultimatum had been ex- 
pected in official circles, though unusual 
efforts had been made to keep secret 
the plans of the Administration.

These develop- 
ments awaited with keenest in- 
terest by officials here. 

It has been said in the highest quar- 
ters that announce-

DIAZ REACHES HAVANA. 


Left Mexico to Avoid Sharing in 
“ Unconstitutional Proceedings.”

HAVANA, Nov. 3.—Gen. Felix Diaz, 
Cecilio Ocon, José Sandoval, and Alex- 
ander Williams, the latter a New York 
newspaper correspondent, arrived to- 
day on the Ward liner Esperanza. 
None of the party had any baggage 
except Diaz, who had a small trunk 
and valise. The others had borrowed 
collars and other apparel from other 

passengers. 

Before he landed Gen. Diaz said 
that he did not wish to say anything 
until he had time to prepare a written 
statement. This was given out this| 
evening, and is as follows: 

“To the Mexican People: When I 
left the country to fulfill the mission 
to Japan which had been confided to 
me constitutional government existed 
in Mexico in all its vigor.

REPRISALS UPON GILLETTE. 


Senator Smith Withdraws a Bill to 
Restore Him to the Army. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.— Senator 
Hoke Smith of Georgia to-day withdrew 
from the files of the Senate the bill he 
introduced some months ago restoring 
Major Cassius B. Gillette to the army 
with the rank he would have had if he 
had not resigned. 

Last night in the Belasco Theatre, be- 
fore an invited audience, including many 
Senators and Representatives, Major 
Gillette assailed the Administration’s 
policy in Mexico, asserting that Mexico 
was not getting a “square deal” from 
the United States. 

It is thought that Major Gillette’s at- 
tack upon the Administration policy was 
construed by Senator Smith as too 
nearly an attack upon the President 
himself. 

Major Gillette was prominent in the 
investigation and prosecution of the con- 
tracting firm of Greene & Gaynor and 
of Capt. Oberlin M. Carter for frauds in 
connection with work in the harbor of 
Savannah. Afterward he received leave 
to perform special engineering work in 
the City of Philadelphia. His leave was 
extended once, but his second applica- 
tion, intended to enable him to complete 
his work,, was rejected, and he resigned. 

Major Gillette has recently been trav-

“We (Gibbs) said ‘I have a matter 
entrusted to me by the President of the 
company, and if T should call upon you 
for aid and assistance are you ready 
to help me?’ and he (BH. E. McCall) said 
‘Yes, any time you want to.’ Wittin 
the course of the next ten days Mr. 
Gibbs asked him to send down $7,500 in 
cash, which he did. And in the course 
of. f think it 1s a week, he sent him 
down the remainder, and that is the 
eheck (handling paper) making $35,000. 

The way in which Edward E. McCall 
happened to have $35,500 in his pos- 
session which he could pass on to Mr. 
Gibs at his request was explained by 
John A. McCall in this way: The New 
York Life had recently lost a suit_in 
which they were ordered to pay $35,500. 
A check had been made out to Edward 
E. McCall to enable him to settle the 
matter. Then it was decided to appeal 
the case, and the cash remained with 
Edward BE, McCall until_the appeal was 
determined against the New York Life. 

Questions from Chairman Armstrong 
made it clear that when Edward E. 
McCall gave Mr. Gibbs a check for $28,- 
000, supplementary to the cash advance 
of $7,500, it was made out to Mr. Bliss. 
It also appeared from the evidence that 
the $35,500, which was paid to the cam- 
paign fund, was put down in the New 
York Life Insurance Company’s books 
to real estate sinking fund, which went 
to profit and loss, and that when the 
$35,500 had to be paid over in the law 
suit it was charged up to the settle- 
ment of that suit.

Son Says, in ‘John Doe’ Inquiry, 
He Saw Check Given by McCall 
to Repay Father’s Loan.

to Vote—Whitman Has Lists of 
Contractors’ Contributions. 





William W.,McLaughlin, Jr.,. son of 
@x-Police Inspector McLaughlin; testi- 
fied in the ‘“‘ John Doe” inquiry into the 
Hennessy charges’ yesterday that he 
had seen a photograph of a check for 
$21,000 which his father had obtained 
from Edward E. McCall in 1908. His 
father, he said, worked to get the $21,- 
000 from Mr. McCall for six years, and 
when he succeeded took the check to the 
Rogues’ Gallery,at Police Headquarters, 
to be photographed. This money, the 
witness testified, represented the repay- 


, ment of a loan made to Mr. McCall by 


his father at about the time that Mr. 
McCall was nominated as a Justice of 
the Supreme Court 

The younger McLaughlin testified yes- 
terday to everything that he had sworn 
to in an affidavit previously. Both Mr. 
McCall, the Tammany candidate for 
Mayor, and ex-Inspector McLaughlin 
have denied the younger McLaughlin’s 
story. The father has said that his son 
was “ irresponsible.” : 

Young McLaughlin limped into the 
courtroom in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing yesterday with the aid of a cane. 
He was well dressed and made a good 
appearance. Although 37 years old he 
seemed much younger. He wore a 
brace on his left leg and a steel frame, 
he explained, circled his waist to sup- 
port his hip. His voice did not carry 
far, and as his examination continued, 
he seemed to have difficulty in con- 
trolling his mental! faculties. At times 
the witness would stop in the middle of 


@ sentence and stare into space. At 
other times he would fail apparently to 
comprehend District Attorney Whit- 


man’s questions at all. With the con- 
Bent of Chief Magistrate McAdoo the 
witness was led to a great extent in his 
testimony, Mr. Whitman referring fre- 
quently to the atfidavit which’ Mr. 
Laughlin had made ror The World on 
last Friday. Although confused as to 
details McLaughlin did not seem to be 
actuated by malice. Those who knew 
him said that he was frightened, and 
that he talked in a much louder voice 
ordinarily. 

McLaughlin said that he had been 
appointed confidential clerk for Jus- 
tice McCall on gune 1, 1907, and that he 
had stayed with Justice McCall under 
a salary of $1,800 until Mr. McCall re- 
tired from the Supreme Court bench tq 
take the Chairmanship of the Public 
Service Commission. The witness ad- 
mitted to Mr. Whitman that he had 
taken information about Judge McCall 
to The Evening Mail and also to Fusion 
headquarters before he had taken it 
to The World office. The Mail, he said, 
had drawn up an affidavit for him and 
had paid him $25. He was to get $100, 
he said, if his ‘‘story’’ was used in 
The Mail. At Fusion headquarters an- 
other affidavit was drawn up, he testi- 
fied, and was then torn up in his pres- 
ence. He had not asked for money at 
The World office, he testified, and had 
received nothing beyond $5 for the 
week s expenses. When-he had subm.t- 
ted his affidavit to The World, he testi- 
fied, he had been taken to District At- 
torney Whitman's apartment, where he 
repeated the contents of the affidavit 
to Mr. Whitman. 


“Were the statements you made in 
your affidavit true?’’ McLaughlin was 
asked. 

“Yes, Sir, they were true,” he re- 
plied. 


Magistrate McAdoo wanted to know 
whether the witness was addicted to 
drink or drugs, and the witness said 
that he was not. Nor had he ever been 
examined for mental diseases. His hip 
Gisease, he said, he had had since birth. 


Once a City Inspector. 

‘‘Before going with Justice McCall,” 
he said, ‘‘I was a corporation Inspector 
for five or six months. Before that I 
was a clerk with Walsh Brothers, brok- 
ers and bankers, for seven’years. Prior 
to that I went to school. I used to live 
with my family, but now I live apart 
from my family, at 121 West Ninetieth 
Street.”’ 

‘‘Do you remember seeing a photo- 
graph of a check in your father’s 
house,” Mr. Whitman asked. 

“Yes,” said the witness, “it was a 
black photograph, and on the top was 
the name of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company. At the bottom was the 


name of John C. McCall. The amount 
of the check was $21,000.” 

‘“‘Are you sure it was signed by John 
C. McCall?” asked the District At- 
torney. 

“T think it was,’’ replied McLaughlin. 

‘“‘Are you sure that the last name was 
McCall? ”’ 

‘“*Yes, positive.” 

“Not John A. McCall?” 
Whitman. 

**IT don’t think so.” 

It appeared from the District Attor- 
ney’s questions, however, that young 
McLaughlin had given the name of the 
signer last week as Ballard McCall. 
When pressed for an explanation the 
witness said that it had been his im- 

ression last week that it was Bailard 
McCall. He persisted that the name 
was John C. Mcall, according to his 
latest and best impression. The photo- 
graph, he said, hed been passed by his 
father to his mother and then to him. 
His sister, Violet, he said, was also in 
the room at the time. 

“Did your father say anything about 
the check at the time?’’ Mr. Whitman 
asked. 

“Yes, he said that he had deposited it 
in his bank after having it photo- 
graphed,’ said the witness. ‘‘He also 
spoke of the fact that he had waited six 
years to get the money. It was common 
talk in the family.”’ 

“What was common talk in the fam- 
fly?’’ asked Mr. Whitman. 

‘“ Why,that father had tried to get the 
money for six years. [I used to hear my 
father say that he had been down to 
Judge McCall's chambers again and that 
the Judge had refused to pay him what 
he owed him.” 

‘‘Did you hear your father say that

The preparation of the ballot by the 
voter is covered by Section 358 of the 
Election law, and John R. Voorhis, 
State Superintendent of Elections, said 
yesterday that all official instructions 
to the voters were based on the direct 
provision of this election law and did 
not in any way reflect court decisions 
as to the valid and invalid marking of 
ballots.

Contractors on Campaign Lists. 


These campaign statements will prob- 
ably figure largely in the coming in- 
vestigation of up-State canal and high- 
way graft. There are thousands of 
contributors on these lists, including 
several hundred coritractors who ob- 
tained State contracts on the barge 
canal and on the highways. Mr. Hen- 
nessy has already supplied Mr. Whit- 
man with a list of contractors who con- 
tributed to the Democratic campaigns 
in 1910, 1911, and 1912. Many of the 
names furnished by Mr. Hennessy do 
not appear on the Hsts filed with the 
Secretary of State by State Treasurer 
Arthur A. McLean of Newburg and 
County Treasurer Philip Donohue of the 
local Tammany organization. It will 
be Mr. Whitman’s task to find out if 
any contributions were withheld or if 
any ‘‘dummies’’ were put on the offi- 
cial list. Under the Corrupt Practices 
act the State and County Treasurers as 
well as the actual contributors are liable 
to conviction for misdemeanors if it can 
be shown that fraud was committed in 
any instance. A case of this kind would 
be similar to that on which Gov. Sulzer 
was tried by the Court of Impeachment. 

Outside the provisions of the Corrupt 
Practices act, however, the District At- 
torney had recourse to the penal laws 
forbidding conspiracy in the withholding 
or juggling of campaign contributions. 
It was said yesterday that evidence of 
conspiracy, had reached the District At- 
torney’s office. If indictments for con- 
spiracy were obtained, it was pointed 
out, Mr. Whitman could elect to try 
all the conspirators together. 

The first step in Mr, Whitman’s pro- 
gramme, it was learned, would be to 
subpoena the contractors who had done 
State ‘‘jobs."’

McCALL DISPUTES SULZER. 


Feigi Supports Him, Saying Sulzer 
Himself Sought Aid. 


Both Edward EK. McCall, the Tam- 
many candidate for Mayor. and Fred 
Feigl, who is assisting in his cam- 
paign, denied emphatically yesterday

McCormicks and Deerings Soon 


Will Own Monopoly if Not 
Checked, Grosvenor Says 





ARGUING HARVESTER SUIT 





Government Counsel Declares Only 


Defense Attempted is Expansio. of 
Foreign Trade—Urges Dissolution. 





8T. PAUL, Nov>3.—E. P. Grosvenor, 
concluding the first portion of his final 


argument for the Government in the 
suit to dissolve the International Har- 
vester Company, this afternoon declared 
to Judges of the United States District 
Court that, unless the Harvester Trust 


were disintegrated, two families within 
a few years would own a monopoly of 
all implements made in this country for 
the American farmer. The special] as- 
sistant to Attorney General McReynolds 
specified Cyrus McCormick and James 
Deering of Chicago aS the heads of 
those families and characterized them 
as “willing to use their great power 
to fix prices and intimidate local deal- 


ers as means of crushing competition.” 
Then, with dotted maps of the agri- 
cultural States, Mr. Grosvenor showed 
the locations of 40,v00 local agents or 
dealers, who, he declared, were only 2 
portion of the vast selling machinery 
dominated by the International Har- 
vester Company. Through the medium 
of the General Sales Committee of the 
corporation, said Mr. Grosvenor, act:ing 
directly through a district manager, the 
ocal dealer was forced to accept the 
dictates of the trust or be crushed. Also, 
the Federal lawyer said, the local deal- 
er was used to keep the corporation 
informed of competition. 
“We have shown,”’ argued Mr. Gros- 
venor, “by evidence which cannot be 
disputed, that Cyrus McCormick, James 
Deering, and Harold F. McCormick, act- 
ing as members of this General Sales 
Committee, have approved directly the 
monopolistic methods of the corpora- 
tion’s managers or employes, and In do- 
ing so we have established beyond any 
doubt the characte 


of these people.! afternoon session of court.

“TI am confident,” he continued, ‘ that 
this disposes of the answer and defense 
of these defendants. Further, I desire 
to emphasize the fact that the combina- 
tion, as alleged, was not necessary to 
the expansion of the foreign trade of 
any of-the individual concerns which 
went into it. In that respect the answer 
of the defendants is untrue.” 

Further to justity this assertion Mr. 
Grosvenor read copies of the sales re- 
ports of the Deering and McCormick 
concerns to show that for years previous 
to the formation of the International 
Harvester Company their foreign trade 
had been increasing at a steady ratio. 

Going into that portion of the defend- 
ant’s answer labeled ‘“* growing com- 
petition,’’ Mr. Grosvenor directed the 
court’s attention to the evidence of 
Matt Sprule of Sparta, Ill, called as a 
witness to substantiate claims of com- 
petition made by counsel for the Har- 


vester Company. a 

“That case of Matt Sprule,’’ said Mr. 
Grosvenor, ‘‘ is fairly typical of the sort 
of competition ‘hat his powerful monop- 
olv has met since its organization. Let 
us read the testimony of Mr. Sprule. 
It shows that in 1907 Mr. Sprule’s con- 
cern manufactured one machine, .in 1908 
two machines, in 1909 three machines, in 


1910 three machines, in 1911 three ma- 
chines, and in 1912 two machines. These 
figures, compared with the more than 
100,000 machines that the International 
Harvester Company sold annually will 
give an idea as to the sort of competi- 
tion the trust was forced to meet.” 

Mr. Grosvenor asked for a dissolution 
in such manner as to prevent effectively 
a possibility of two or more of the dis- 
integrated parts coming into ownership 
of companies having common stockhold- 
érs. He declared that proper safeguards 
should be provided by he courts to pre- 
vent’ a possible re-establishment of mo- 
nopoly after dissolution by the method 
of interlocking Directorates. 

“ Cyru H. McCormick,” he said, 
““went to New “York in the Spring of 
1902 to consult leading lawyers to see 
whether a combination of harvesting 
manufacturers could be legally made. 
He saw William Nelson Cromwell, 
Francis Lynde Stetson, and others. 
Cromwell said there was nothing to pre- 
vent a man selling his business and 
another buying it. They seized upon 
this idea and sought to give the com- 
bination the appearance of being sep- 
arate sales of property. 

“These sales they made to a ‘dum- 
my’ named FE. C. Lane, President of 
the Standard Trust Company, who im- 
mediately conveyed all the properties to 
the new corporation. All the manufac- 
turers met and signed the preliminary 
papers in Paul D. Cravath’s office at 40 
Wall Street, New York, July 28, 1902. 
The witness Swift testified that Stetson 
had devised the plan of having separ- 
ate sales through the ‘dummy,’ Lane, 
on the ground that this was the best 
method of evading the anti-trust law.”

Strikebreakers Agaln Fire on Mob 


and Onlooker Is Shot——Party 
Foes Assail Sheriff. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 8—The third 
day of the strike of employes of the 
Indianapolis Traction and Terminal 
Company ended to-night with no at- 
tempt to move the cars which had stood 
idle in the streets since late Friday 
night. Candidates for office at to-mor- 
row’'s election charge that politics is re- 
sponsible for the failure of the police in 
suppressing rioting and properly pro- 
tecting the movement of cars. Sheriff 
Portteus, who summoned 200 citizens to 
act as deputies, was charged with se- 
tecting Republicans in order to reduce 
their activities at the polls. 

The strike situation was further com- 
plicated late in the afternoon, when a 
suit was filed for the annulment and 
forfeiture of the traction company’s 
franchise and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. This action was filed by Attor- 
ney Albert C. Pearson, acting as a tax- 
payer, and alleged that the company, 


by its failure to operate cars, had vio- |: 


lated its contract with the city. The 
Summons in the suit was made return- 
able on Nov. 13. 

Thomas Carlton, a chauffeur, was shot 
and fatally wounded while watching a 
crowd of strike sympathizers making an 
attack on the Louisiana car barns where 
the strikebreakers are housed, Carlton 
was sitting on an automobile truck when 
strikebreakers fired a volley of twenty- 
five — from the second-story win- 
dows of the barns. One of the bulle’s 
struck him in the shoulder and pierced 
his lung. The rioters dispersed after 
Carlton was wounddéd., 

Robert I. Todd, President of the 
Traction Company; John J. Mahoney, 
Superintendent, and Martin Hyland, 
Superintendent of Police, were .orced 
to flee to the terminal station for 
refuge. Todd and Mahoney again were 
attacked while passing the State House 
and fled under a shower of bricks and 
stones thrown from_ the balconies of 
near-by buildings. Thc mounted police 
rushed the State House lawn and made 
it possible for Todd and Mahoney to 
reach their offices.

Butts Misappropriated $25,200. 


On the ground that he had misapplied 
$25,200 which had been intrusted to him 
by the executors of the estate of the 
laté Townsend Wandell, Thomas W. 
Butts, a -lawyer, who was associated 
with Townsend Wandell for many yaar 
an

action for the recovery of the $25,200 
was brought by Francis L, Wandell, a 
brother, and Josephine Wandell Gill, a 
sister of Townsend Wandell, the exec- 
utors named iy their brother’s will The 
order of arrest was signed by Justice 
Pendleton of the Supreme Court. 

Townsend Wandell died on June 27. 
1908, in Bologna, Italy, leaving an estate 
estimated at $1,100,613. According to 
Francis L.’ Wandell, who filed the affi- 
davit asking for the arrest of Butts, 
Butts was for many years an attorney 
in Townsend Wandell’s employ, and was 
regarded as his successor. Because of 
this fact and because Butts seemed 
trustworthy he was employed by the 
executors and was intrusted with secur- 
ities and moneys. 

On Oct. 27, 1911, according to the affi- 
davit, Francis Wandell and his sister 
indorsed a stock certificate representing 
136 shares in the Lawyers Title Insur- 
ance and Trust Company and delivered 
the certificate to Butts with the under- 
standing that he should sell fifty shares 
and hold the remaming eighty-six. On 
Oct. 18, 1918, the affidavit continues, 
Wandell asked Butts what he had done 


with the eighty-six shares, and was 
told that they had been sold. Wandell 
then demanded the money, but, Butts re- 
plied that he could not pay him then, 
but would do so In a few days.

This is a fair prece-| 
dent, because the income tax nuisance 
is a recurring one. There would not 
be a tithe of the present irritation if 
the same tax could be paid once a 
year and done with it. But coupons 
and salaries are to be clipped in a 
mew sense. Each time a taxpayer 
takes a $25 coupon from a taxable 
bond he loses 25 cents, and is remind- 
ed of it when he makes his annual 
settlement, and gets it back again— 
perhaps. The same is true of weekly 
or monthly salary payments. In both | 
cases the levy is on the net income, 
and the collection is on the gross in- 
come. The collection is nominally 
from “the source "—which the law 
does not define—but the taxpayer who 
gets less than the face of his coupon 
or envelope somehow has the idea 
that he pays, rather than the source. 
The payments are required as the in- 
come is received, and so the payments 
must be made before the tax is due, 
sometimes more than a year sooner. 

The equity and equality of taxing all 
incomes alike were the-pleas for the 
But the law is grossly 
discriminatory. Incomes of the same 
amount are not taxed alike. Some} 
bondholders are taxed and others are 
not taxed. The bonds are classified 
as well as the bondholders, and some 
bonds are taxed while others are not. 
Interest is taxable, but not dividends. 
This seems to be a discrimination in 
favor of the stockholder who receives 
his dividend unclipped, but is really 
a discrimination against him in some 
cases. For example, the tax on bonds 
guaranteed tax free ranks ahead of 
dividends, for the tax must be paid 
before the dividend can be declared. 
There is here discrimination between 
classes of securities and classes of| 
taxpayers, and equality and equity are 
not in the law. 

It is a pity that the law should be 
made obnoxious for its own faults, 
for reasons independent of the income 
tax itself either in amount or inci- 
dence.

This is strong meat for children. 
The business of producing motion 
pictures, according to a very able 
article in the Britannica Yearbook of 
1918, has effected a revolution in the 
world’s amusement. It has enormous 
educative possibilities, well 
developed now as they were before 
the crude farces and melodramas, 
many of them maudlin in their sen- 
timentality, almost usurped the places 
of films depicting foreign scenes and 
strange plants and animals and their 
habits. Yet the fact that the best 
actors and actresses of Europe and 
the United States have felt it com- 
patible with their dignity to act be- 
fore the kinetoscope is a sign that 
the picture “show ’”’ has come to stay. 
With the sinister announcement of 
the syndicating of vicious scenes, it 
is reported that one of the leading 
theatres of this city will ‘soon be 
given over to motion pictures and to 
elaborate advertisements of films and 
dramatic productions. It was esti- 
mated that the cinema theatres ca- 
tered in 1912 to 5,000,000 people daily 
in the United States, and in a single 
vear take in at least $130,000,000 at 
the box office. Their growth in Great 
Britain and on the Continent is al- 
most as rapid as here. The increased 
patronage: has grown with the im- 
provement of the cinematograph in 
brilliancy, steadiness, and freedom 
from flicker of the pictures.

IMPOSSIBLE, 

Gen. VENUSTIANO CA4RRANZA, the head 
of the Mexican Constitutionalists, may 
be a very capable rebel chieftain, but 
he pays a poor compliment to our sa- 
gacity when he asks that we give his 
party the right to import arms freely 
from the United States. What, send 
rifles and ammunition, Gatling guns, 
bayonets, and sabres to Mexicans who 
would be very likely to use them 
against us in case we were compelled 
to interfere in their turbulent diver- 
sions? The Mexican Federalists say 
that if we do send an armed force into 
the country, Mexicans to a man will 
be against us. That may not be true, 
for it is understood that Mr. JoHN 
LinD has got the impression that Mex- 
ican Federalists do not always tell the 
truth. But, putting it in another way, 
we know that Mexicans are mighty 
uncertain, and in a matter of such im- 
portance we shall have to be on the 
safe side. If we decide to send arms 
into Mexico, we shall send Americans 
to carry them. 

That is intended only as an answer 
to Gen. CarRANzA. Every sensible and 
sober-minded American most fervently 
hopes that we shall have no occasion 
to send or carry arms across the bor- 
der. We want the Mexicans to settle 
their own quarrels, but it would ré- 
lieve our anxiety if they would hurry 
up the settlement. 








GOV. GLYNN’S PLAN. 

There is no doubt that Gov. GLYNN 
is well equipped to carry out the plan 
that he announces for checking the 
gross extravagance in the State Gov- 
ernment. As Controller he obtained 
intimate knowledge of the loose, slip- 
shod way in which the money of the 
State is expended. He made such ef- 
fort as he could to correct and guard 
against it, but the temper of the Leg- 
islature was not in sympathy with his 
effort. On the contrary, the one evil 
which he fought, the passage of de- 
ficiency appropriations in a general 
bill, is the pet device of the legislators 
to get their own little or big schemes 
through. 

Mr. GLynn declares that he means 
to strike at this evil now at the réot. 
He says that he will notify every head 
of a spending department of the Gov- 
ernment that expenditures beyond the 
explicit appropriations will be treated 
as cause for immediate removal. Un- 
questionably a man of determination 
and energy, in the Executive Mansion, 
has the power to carry out this simple 
and righteous policy. But it will take 
a very strong man to doit. The Gov- 
ernor will be met at every point by the 
political organization of his own party, 
aided and reinforced by that of the 
opposition. From the leader of his 
party—unless he can make himself the 
leader—down to the cheapest office 
holder along the line of the canals or 
in State employ anywhere he will en- 
counter an army of obstinate, hungry, 
and unscrupulous opponents. Yet we 
are convinced that if he does not yield, 
and if he appeals to the people on a 
clear issue, he can win. All decent 
citizens will wish him godspeed. 








MR. CHURCHILL’S NAVAL HOLIDAY. 
The French press treats the pro- 
posal of Mr. CHURCHILL, the head of 
the British Navy Department, to sus- 
pend the building of warships for two 
years, if Germany will do the same, 
rather” cynically. The Temps dis- 
misses it as an “ electoral device.” It 
holds that Mr. CHURCHILL is bound to 
increase the navy of Great Britain 
much faster than the German Navy is 
increased; that in doing so he meets 
a good deal of opposition from the 
more radical wing of his party, and 
that it is to these radicals, and not to 
Germany, that his proposition is really 
made. Only by making this offer, and 
having it refused, as he must have 
known that it would be, can he prove 
to the radicals that he is absolutely 
compelled to go on spending money 
jon the navy. It does not accuse Mr. 
CHURCHILL of bad faith. His pro- 
posal is a good one in itself, and he 
would doubtless be very giad to have 
it accepted. But he could have. had 
very little hope that it would be. It 
has shared the fate of previous propo- 
sitions of the same sort. 
It is not so clear, however, that there 
may not be serious advantage

policy of Mr. CuurcHit1. It has-not 
yet been definitely rejected by Ger- 
many; it has been received in that 
country with decidedly: less ill-temper 
than has been’ shown in the past. 
While it has been ridiculed by the 
Navy League and the more bellicose 
newspapers, it has been treated with 
respect by the organs of the financial 
and industrial classes, and there has 
been no clearly adverse criticism in 
official quarters. Moreover, the repeti- 
tion of the offer is likely to have some 
effect on public sentiment in Germany, 
accompanied, as it is, by a frank 
declaration that if the offer is ignored 
Great Britain will go on as fast as 
ever in building up her navy. If Mr. 
CHURCHILL’s purpose was to convince 
his own countrymen that he is help- 
less so long as Germany goes ahead, 
he may convince the Germans that it 
is their own Government that forces 
him to continue building. As the 
pressure accumulates, and the Ger- 
mans feel it more and more, this con- 
viction may find political expression. 
When it does the Government will be 
forced to listen to it. 





An increase of $3,000,000 in the 
amount devoted to public schools in 
this city with a reduction in the tax 
rate, even though a small one, is a 
matter that may well affect the judg- 
ment and the sentiment of some of the 
voters on the morning of Election 
Day. It is but a sample of what the 
present Board of Estimate has been 
doing for nearly four years. And the 
increase of the school appropriation 
more than balances the entire increase 
in the total budget for the city. Here 
is economy with efficiency of the 
useful type.

The fundamental vice of Constitu- 
tional Amendment No. 1, to be voted 
upon to-day, is that it is false upor its 
face. Private property can be taken 
only for public use. Yet this amenil- 
ment would authorize the city to take 
private property, not for public use, 
but.to sell again to private owners for 
their private use. We understand 
that there was a case in another State 
where private property, already occu- 
pied by a manufacturing concern, was 
promised to another manufacturing 
concern before the condemnation pro- 
ceeding. The further objection that 
this amendment is merely a license to 
the city to speculate in land, and that 
in many cases the speculation would 
involve loss, is of equally convincing 
validity. We believe that on this 
amendment the vote should be “ No.” 
On the other three amendments the 
vote should be “ Yes.”

sit at the receipt of customs are trying 
to extort money which she insists is not 
due. 

Her contention is that long residence in 
Europe gave her a right to certain ex- 
emptions as regards the property she 
brought over here, but the collectors of 
revenue insist that she lost the privileges 
of a non-resident when she married a 
man of whose status as an American cit- 
izen there is no question. 


This latter opinion has for support the | 


well-known principle that the woman’s 
allegiance follows the husband’s—a 
principle that in a vast majority of cases 
is an advantage to her, since it saves 
her from all the inconvenience and ex- 
penses which men, whether married or 
not, have to undergo after moving from 
one country to another. A woman gains 
“naturalization ’’’? by the simple and 
presumably agreeable process of becom- 
ing a wife, and this is probably a ‘‘ sex 
discrimination ’’ against which there will 
be no protests, at least from the bene*i- 
ciaries. But in a case like that of the 
Boston woman the favor proves to be one 
not wholly unmitigated, since it brings 
an obligation as well as many privileges 
—the obligation, always painful, of pay- 
ing out money. 

There is, however, an excuse, if not a 
reason, for resisting the Collector’s de- 
mand, and for raising loud cries should 
the resistance prove vain. The property 
in question, it seems, was acquired be- 
fore the marriage took place, and really 
it is hardly fair, as the husband at- 
quires no rights whatever over it, that 
he nevertheless brings it within reach of 
the revenue law. 

Suffragists can find a grievance in this 
episode because it reveals anew man’s 
cruel tendency to deny to woman sepa- 
rate and independent identity as much 
as he can. The antis should complain, 
partly because it gives to their foes a 
grievance with which they will be forced 
to sympathize, and partly because the 
collection of duties on anything what- 
ever that they want to bring in from 
abroad invariably strikes all women as 
vicious exploitation which anybody who 
can should escape. 

Just why non-residents should have ex- 
emptions which are denied to residents 
is a tariff mystery worthy of considera- 
tion for its own sake, but that would not 
be relevant to the pending dispute, and 
therefore probably should not be dragged 
in. Issues should not be confused.

PROTECTS FOREIGNERS. 


Kahn Law Discriminates Against 


American Patentees. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the Kahn law had been limited 
to the rightful purpose of admitting 
foreign exhibits to the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition duty free, no criticism 
would have been forthcoming. But 
it goes far beyond this and gratui- 
tously furnishes a legal basis for own- 
ers of foreign patents, certificates of 
registration and so on, to appropriate 
from the public many rights we are 
now free to enjoy, and to secure the pro- 
tection of our Government to black- 
mail, harass and prosecute American 
citizens. 

The Kahn law _ provides a_ legal 
means for proprietors of foreign Gov- 
ernment protection to secure our Gov- 
ernment protection in this country 
for their trademarks, models, patents, 
designs and ‘‘ manufactured articles,” 
without any of the conditions pre- 
scribed under which our own manufac- 
turers can secure protection. : 

The effect of the new law is to 
vest all foreign Governments with the 
right to grant all kinds of protection 
within the United States, or to make 
effective within our own country 
their laws pertaining to the grant of 
such franchises, and to make our own 
citizens liable to the severe penalties, 
for infringing alleged rights under the 
laws of any foreign Government. 

The most profitable products of our 
prosperous concerns, though not pat- 
ented in this country, could be made 
the subject matter of patents in some 
other country, selected because of the 
possible opportunities under its laws, 
and by complying with the provisions 
of the Kahn law a prima facie right, 
at/ least, would be established to say 
to the American manufacturer that he 
must make terms with the proprietor 
of the foreign certificate, or patent, ‘or 
cease manufacturing the product. 

The National Registration League ad- 
vocates such amendment of the new 
Kahn law as will remove its objection- 
able features. This is not to be con- 
strued as being in opposition or in any 
way antagonistic to the best interests 
and success of the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position, in the interest of which the 
Kahn bill was enacted. As secretary, I 
am daily receiving a large number of 
letters from manufacturers, in many 
lines, expressing surprise and condemn- 
ing the dangerous sections of the Kahn 
law and urging that it be promptly cor- 
rected. These manufacturers will give 
public expression to their dissatisfac- 
tion with this new statute and em- 
phasize the need of a general design 
registration law at the convention to 





be held at the Hotel Astor, New York, | 


Friday, Nov. 21, at 2 P. M. Those 
present will hear men at the head of 
their respective industries who will ad- 
dress the convention. Several public 
men will also express their views and 
our counsel will discuss the Kahn law, 
as well as the proposed new registra- 
tion law, from a legal standpoint. 

For years manufacturers have been 
seeking in vain for protection under 
the present design patent law. Con- 
gress, by the enactment of our present 
design statute, evidently intended to 
give protection against design piracy, 
but it went wide of the mark in many 
very important respects. The effect of 
this failure has been to encourage copy- 
ing and cheapen manufactured prod- 
ucts. It is believed that a_ general 
design registration law will largely 
reverse this order of things and. put 
designers and manufacturers upon their 
own merits, obviously making quality 
and individuality the first consideration 
and clearly marking out the line where 
infringement or piracy begins.

CORPORATION TAX UPHELD. 


Must Pay for Privilege of: Doing 
Business in Massachusetts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—After years 
of vain endeavor by State authorities 


to tax foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness within their borders Massachusetts 
has solved the problem. The Supreme 
Court to-day sustained as constitution— 
al the Massachusetts foreign corpora- 
tion tax law of 1909, Chief Justice White 
and Justices Van Devanter and Pit- 
ney dissenting. 

The Massachusetts law provides that 
every foreign corporation shall pay an~- 
nually an excise tax of one-fiftieth of 
1 per cent. of its authorized stock. Jus- 
tices Day, Holmes, McKenna, Lurton, 
Hughes, and Lamar interpreted this to 
mean almost the same as the Federai 
Corporation Tax law, which avoided 
previous errors by careful phraseology. 
They held that this meant a tax on the 
privilege of doing business within the 
State and not a tax on the property of 
the corporation outside the State. 

Although no dissenting opinion was 
delivered, the report was current dur- 
ing the day that the dissenting mem- 
bers of the court held the case to be 
virtually identical with the Western 
Union and Pullman cases from Kan- 
sas, whérein a Kansas tax on foreign 
corporations was held unconstitutional 
a few years ago. Justice Day directed 
much of his argument to this point. 

He said the Kansas cases involved 
taxes upon capital stock representing 

roperty both in and out of the State, 
he law thus imposing a burden on 
interstate commerce. He pointed out 
the business of the Western Union and 
the Pullman Company was commerce, 
while in the two cases decided to-day 
the business of one company was min- 
ing and the other manufacturing, only 
incidentally connected with interstate 
commerce. He said that the Massa- 
chusetts law was not to be interpreted 
as taxing interstate commerce, or as 
applying to foreign eorporations en- 
gaged wholly in interstate commerce. 

BOSTON, Nov. 3.—An income of $250,- 
000 a year and nearly $1,000,000 in- 
volved in suits now pending for the re- 
covery of taxes paid under the law dur- 
ing the past five years is saved to the 
State by the United States Supreme 
Court’s decision to-day upholding the 
Massachusetts foreign corporation tax 
law. 

“It is a distinct legal victory for 
Massachusetts laws and for the State’s 
system of taxation,” said Attorney 
General James M. Swift when tnformed 
of the court’s decision. :

CUSTOMS COLLECTORS HERE 


Heads of Forty-nine Districts Hold 
Their First Convention. 


Collectors of Customs representing 
forty-nine districts in the United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, and Porto Rico as- 
sembled yesterday in the office of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the Custom 


House for their first annual convention. 
The conference was called by William 
G. McAdoo, head of the Treasury De- 
partment, for the purpose of consider- 
ing matters ef efficiency and economy 
in the administration of the customs. 

F. M. Halstead, Chief of the Customs 
Division, presided. In calling the con- 
ference to order Mr. Halstead reminded 
the officials that the Customs Depart- 
ment was the second largest branch 
of the Government, the Post Office De- 
partment being the largest. He said 
that customs collections for the year 
ended June 30 last aggregated $320,- 
000,000, while the employes numbered 
8,000, with a payroll amounting to $10,- 
000,000. A telegram was received from 
Secretary McAdoo, in which he asked 
the officials to serve the people faith-

HARVARD HAS 4,354 MEN. 





Increase of 89 Over 1912, Although 
the Freshman Class Is Smaller.

CABBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 3.—The 
total enrollment at Harvard in all de- 
partments for the present academic year 
is 4,354 men, as against 4,265 a year ago 
—an increase of 89 students. Last year’s 
freshman class was larger than the pres- 
ent one, but the enrollment in the three 
upper classes has increased enough to 
show a gain of 44 men in the college

The Law School shows the greatest 


loss for the year, there being 695 men 
enrolled at present, as against 740 a 
year ago. his loss is caused nrinci- 
pally by the decrease in the number of 
men in the entering class.

as such last night’s audience wel- 
comed and enjoyed it. 

The method of procedure in Mr. Mar- 
shall’s play is entirely familiar, the re- 
lationships are never complex, and the 
emotions never so deep that one is mis- 
led into a belief that they can eventu- 
ate into conditions other than happy for 
the persons principally concerned. Nev- 
ertheless. ‘‘ The Second in Command” 
is a capital stage play, with several ex- 
ceptionally adroit scenes so contrived 
that the suspense is well maintained. It

natural and gracious numor. And 
though a sentimental play, it is a man’s 
play in the sense that it introduces sev- 
eral really splendid human characters, 
good fellows tried and true, whose re- 
Jationships during the progress of the 
story are of the sort to warm and cheer 
the heart. 

All of which, by the way, is compara- 
tively unimportant at the present mo- 
ment when Mr. Maude, rather than Mr. 
Marshall, takes the centre of the stage. 
Nor will it be any news to the actor to 
learn at this late day that his perform- 
ance of Kit Bingham is as ingratiat- 
ing a piece of characterization as any 
one would desire, exouisitely varied in 
its humor and deeply touching in its 
manifestation of the deeper, tenderer 
note of one who, somehow, seems to be 
a “muff” all around, until a supreme 
act of unselfish devotion brings him 
the Victoria Cross. 

Mr. Maude is peculiarly successful in 
conveying the sense of a distinct char- 
acter, then proceeding to live the ex- 
periences of that character upon the 
stage. Before and after the play one 
knows that this is acting, for the time 
being it seems the man himself—Major 
Christopher Bingham, paradoxically 
timid on the one hand and brave on 
the other, who loves too deeply for his 
own peace of mind, has a momen- 
tary promise of bliss, sees the cup 
dashed from his hand, and, unfort- 
unately, prevents his best friend from 
enjoving a happiness that deserts and 
circumstances fully -warrant.

A Dramatic Gem Well Presented at 
the Fifth Avenue Theatre. 
Sandwiched in between a comedy 


quartet and a “nigger act’’ the deli- 
cacy of ‘ Carrots’’ must have come as 


|a surprise to the audience at the Fifth 


Avenue Theatre yesterday afternoon. 
For though one hears a great deal 
about the good things vaudeville audi- 
ences want, it is the rough-and-tumble 
sketch that may be counted upon gen- 
erally to win the approval of the crowd. 

But Miss Minnie Dupree has the 
poignant note needed to reach the heart, 
wherefore an audience which had been 
highly gleeful over the antics of a stage 
“hobo”? a few moments before was 
stilled and sympathetic in the presence 
of the woes of little ‘‘ Carrots.”’ 

The piece so long used by Ethel Bar- 
rymore is already familiar, so no de- 
tailed description of it is necessary. 
And those who recall Miss Dupree’s ex- 
quisitely pathetic performance of a lit- 
tle boy in * The Two Little Vagrants’ 
and who have seen her more recently 
in other réles need not be told that she

In the case of J, M. Fiske & Co., the 
firm, on the morning of Jan. 19, 1910, 
had on deposit in the Mechanics and 
Metals National Bank the sum of $26, - 
439,4%. and the bank, in addition, held 
Promissory notes of the firm amount- 
ing to $70,000, which were secured by 
collateral deposited at ‘the time the 
loans were made.

It was alsg Suggested that the use of 
certified checks be discontinued and 
the brokers accept each other’s checks 
withoa certification, thus doing away 
Wid the loais entirely. The objection 
was made that although the brokers 
might be willing to accept the un- 
certified checks, they would have to 
have them certified after receiving 
them, as they are used for paying loans 
to banks and lifting collateral for de- 
livery, and the banks would not accept 
them uncertified. 

Another proposal was that the banks 
clear the brokers’ transactions directly, 
instead of lending the money or credit 
to the brokers to do their own clear- 
ing. In this way it was argued the 
banks would at all times have in their 
own possession security for the loans. 
The objection made was that this would 





be cumbersome and prevent § quick 
operations by the broker if an active 
market, _— - 


Still another suggestion was that the 
clearances be made through the Stock 
Exchange Clearing House, but this 
would make it necessary for that in-, 
stitution to keep funds on hand and be- 
come practically a bank, which is at 
variance with the Stock Exchange's 
theory of its own functions. 

Still another suggestion was that an 
agreement be madt by which the broker 
would become a trustee for the bank m 
clearing his own purchases and sales, 
the securities being pledged for the pay- 
nient of the loan, although not in the 
bank’s physical possession.

The 
bank, therefore, Pays out no money of 
its own, but merely stands in the gap 
with its credit until the broker can 
realize on his sales or collatera} loans. 
The necessity for such an arrangement 
arises from the fact that the broker 
must pay before he is paid. If the 
broker fails to make good his checks 
before the end of the day the bank has 
to pay out of its own funds, and under 
the present decision it has no security 
from which to reimburse itself.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Treasury of- 
ficials were interested to-day in the 
suggestion that in their last series of 
income tax regulations there was a 
loophole through which some individu- 
als might escape payment of income tax 
for part of the first year. But they 
made it plain there was no such loop- 
hole. F 

The regulations thus far issued relate 
only to withholding at the source of 1 
per cent. of such income as is taxable 
at the source. They do not relate in 
any way to the tax to be paid by the 
secipient of the income himself. - 

The paragraph which was regarded 
as being either incorrect or in need of 
elucidation read as follows: 

The withholding agent is not required to 
deduct and withhold prior to Nov, 1, 1915, 
the normal tax of 1 per cent. for which 
an individual is liable, 

Whenever the total 
paid to any person 
agent after Oct. 31, 1913, shall be in ex- 
cess of $3,000, then, in that event, the 
withholding agent shail be liable for and 
shall deduct and withhold the tax on 
such amount, unless such person shall 
file a claim for an exemption as allowed 
in Paragraph D of this act, the amount 
of exemption allowable being $2,500 if the 
annual exemption is $3,000, or $333.33 if 
the annual exemption is $4,000, as the case 
may be. 


Treasury experts explained to-day 
that while the tax on income received 
after March 1 and before Oct. J1 of 
this year would not have to be paid 
at the source, it would have to be paid 
by the individual himself upon making 
his own return for a full income for the 
ten months of this year. ? 

As explained in THE NEW YORK 
Times on Sunday, the ‘paragraph in 
question in its practical operation will 
be applicable mainly to incomes of 
$18,000 or more a year, paid in regular 
installments, because the income, if paid 
monthly, or quarterly, or in similar 
regular installments would have to be 
at least as large as $18,000 a year for 
the entire year, in order to have $3,000 
of it due for the two months of No- 
vember or December of 1913. It would 
work out, in actual practice, the Fed- 
eral experts explained, this way: 

A man receiving $18,000 a year from 
a single source would have only five- 
sixths, or $15,000, of income after March 
1, 1913, subject to the income tax law 
for the year 1913. If this were paid in 
regular installments of $1,500 a month, 
$3,000 of jt would be due after Oct. 31 
for November and Decenfber. Since 
$3,000 is not in excess of the sum of 
$3,000, the figure mentioned in the reg- 
ulation issued on Friday, the source 
from which this is received would not 
be required to withhold the tax on such 
amount, but the individual would, in 
making his return, make it for the en- 
tire sum-ef $15,000 of income received 
from March 1 to Dec, 31 and pay the 
stipulated tax after claiming and re- 
ceiving his exemption. 

The regulations covering other phases 
of the income tax are now being pre- 
pared and will be ready for promulga- 
tion not later than Dec. 15. It was 
necessary to issue the two sets of reg- 
ulations thus far put out before the first

of income tax not to be withheld at the 
source, {t was vot so important that the 
regulations be issued at once, because 
individuals are not required to make 
their returns before March 1, 1914, with 
respect to that part of their income tax 
which they themselves are to pay, and 
the issue of the balance of the regula- 
tions not later than Dec. 15 will give 
such individuals ample opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with their status 
and duties under the law. 


HANDLE MANY BOND COUPONS, 





Banks Busy Seeing Certificates 
Fulfill Tax kaw Requirements. 
Many more bond coupons were pre- 

sented at the banks yesterday for pay- 

ment or collection, and the clerks were 
kept busy seeing that the certificates, 
which the Treasury regulations require 
shall be filed with them, were properly 
made out. There was considerable pro- 
test over the amount of work that had 
been thrown on the\banks by the Gov- 
ernment, but in practically all the in- 

stitutions the clerks and officers had a 

thorough understanding of what was re- 

quired of them, 

Each certificate, besides stating the 
amount of income represented by the 
interest, and also whether the bond- 
holder wishes that amount to be made 
a part of his annual exemption, and 
whether his annual exemption is $3,000 
or $4,000, must also give the numbers of 
the bonds from which the coupons were 
detached. At some banks this was taken 
very literally and was interpreted as 
meaning that where a large number of 
bonds was represented the serial num- 
bers must be written on the face of the 
certificate, although there was no room 
for doing so. Other banks took the 
view that no such impossibility was in- 
tended, and where there were many 
numbers they were put on a separate 
piece of paper, which was attached to 
the certificate. The Treasury Depart- 
ment confirmed the propriety of this 
method when asked for a ruling. ‘ 

Some banks also required certificates 
with coupons of State and city bonds, 
although such bonds do not come within 
the purview of the income tax law at 
all. At the Guaranty Trust Company, 
where coupons of New York City bonds 
are largely paid, no certificates were 
required, and certificates that came 
with those taken for collection by other 
institutions were ignored. 

It was possible yesterday for the first 
time to get a line on the actual delay 
experienced in paying and collecting 
coupons. At the Bankers’ Trust, Guar- 
anty Trust, J. P. Morgan & Co., and the 
National City_ Bank, it was said that 
there was no delay at all in paying cou- 
pons once the bendholder had filled out 
his certificate properly. 

The delay in receiving the proceeds of 
coupons deposited at one institution, but 
payable at anothe 
where 


the certificates were 
This delay was due 
to the fact that when a paying bank re- 
ceived a batch of copons from a collect- 
ing bank it was necessary to examine 
the certificates and to check up the list 
of serial numbers of the bonds. This 
meant work and time for the bank 
clerks, and called for more than the 
usual cdre because of the novelty of the 
system imposed by the law and the reg- 
ulations. 

*Formerly the banks cashed the cou- 
ons, instead of tuking them for ecol- 
ection, and were abie to collect them 
from the paying banks, usually the same 
day. One of the trust company offi- 
cials said, however, that if coupons 
had been taken for coliection, instead of 
for immediate credit, under the old sys- 
tem, the bondholder would not have got 
credit before the next day. It was the 
income tax law, however, that led the 
banks to change from giving immediate 
credit to taking coupons for collection, 
owing to uncertainty as to whether a 
particular corporation would or would 
not assume the payment of the tax in 
place of the bondholder, under the tax- 
free covenant. Ali corporations isgu- 
ing such bonds have since decided” to 
assume the tax. 

‘** You must remember,”’ said one bank 
officer yesterday, ‘‘that in the great 
majority of cases a day's delay in 
crediting a depositor’s coupons entails 
no hardship. Few persons bring in cou- 
pons and carry away the cash. The 
usual practice is for the depositor to 
turn the coupons in for credit to his 
account. The proceeds enter into his 
general balance, and unless he should 
want to draw out all or most of his 
balance the same day, which is not 
usual, the fact that the coupon interest 
was not credited till the next day or 
oven atteg wo days would make no 
practica erence, 
ee An exception to this is in the case

Selling agents in the local market expect 
that ginghams and flannelettes in the darker 
patterns will soon be offered for Fall, 1914. 

Jobbers are having difficulty in meeting 
the demand for heavy cotton goods caused 
by the coming of cooler weather. They find 
it especially difficult to make prompt de- 
liveries on blankets, napped cottons, and sev- 
eral lines of heavy staple underwear. 


A general advance in prices on men’s wear 
fabrics is not looked for by local selling 
agents, although about twenty Hines have so 
far been put up. Advances on lightweight 
woolens have been made, it is said, only in 
cases where mills are sold up to the end of 
the season, 
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Hosiery Makers Puzzled. 
There is muth speculation in the knit 


goods market as to how the hosiery 
manufacturers whose plants are located 
in Pennsylvania are going to operate 
under the law limiting the weekly work- 
ing hours of women operatives to fifty- 
four. Up to the time of the law's going 
into effect many of these manufac- 
turers ran their mills fifty-six hours 2 
week and few of them worked less than 
fifty-five. The decrease in production 
due to the required reduction in work- 
ing hours will have the effect of in- 
creasing manufacturing costs, which 
will*mean higher prices or a loss, in 
profits. for the producer. The question 
of wages for the operatives under the 
new arrangement is also puzzling. Tie 
operatives want no reduction, but the 
manufacturers contend that they cannot 
keep wages up to the previous levels, 
for less work, without taking an addi- 
tional loss. The scarcity of several 
grades of hosiery in this market and 
the prospect of increased foreign com- 
petition under the new tariff also tend 
to complicate the situation.

Company, a holding corporation for sev- 
eral stores, including White's, told a 
TImMeEs reporter that no definite infor- 
mation regarding the report could be 
given until yesterday, when, according 
to the report in the trade, a meeting to 
ratify the sale was to be held. So far 
as could be learned the meeting was 
held yesterday, but after it was over no 
one in a position to tell what took place 
could be reached at the offices of the 
White corporation.

Precious Stone Imports Drop. 

Precious stone entries at New York 
in October,_made public yesterday by 
William B. Treadwell, examiner of 
gems at the Appraiser’s Stores, show @ 
heavy decline. This falling off is traced 
directly to the higher duties imposed 
by the new tariff law and the prelim~ 
inary stocking up of the dealers. Last 
month's importations of precious stones, 
including pearls, were valued at $2,143,- 
849, compared with $7,076,040 in Octo- 
ber 1912 and $6,522,207 in September of 
this year. October’s imports of cut gems 
were valued at $929,446. Stones in the 
rough were aprpaised at $1,213,903. x- 
aminer Treadwell said yesterday that 
after the stocks on hand had been de- 
pleted by holiday buying importations 
would probably increase. Belief is ex- 
pressed in the trade that, while the 
higher duties will result in an increase 
in prices all along the line, importa- 
tions will eventually return to normal 
levels,

Labor Law Hits Glassmakers. 

Drastic legislation concerning the 
working hours of women employes in 
the potteries and glass factories of 
Ohio is adding to the troubles of wie 
factory heads, the lower rates prescribed 


on this merchandise in the tariff having 
already caused much concern. The Oho 
law does not permit girls under 16 to 
work in the glass factories, and no 
girl between the ages of 16 and 18 is 


allowed to work at night. Girls ov2r 
18 are allowed to work only until 10 
o'clock at night. With the factories 


rushed to supply the demands made on 
them, this regulation of labor is said to 
be working serious hardship. Not only 
is adult labor more expensive, but the 
manufacturers say it is not so efficient. 
At present the glass factories are run- 
ning to about 75 per cent. of their ca- 
pacity and the potteries to 60 per cent.

Telegraph Poles Fail of Free Entry 
—No Allowance for Beer Shortage- 


The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals decided that cedar poles, peeled, 
used as telephone or telegraph poles, were 
not logs under the Tariff act of 1000. 


F. R. Ryan & Co. claimed free ent 
under the provision for logs, and rou 
unmanufactureg timber. The customs 
authorities levied 15 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under the provision for telephone 
or telegraph poles, The Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers sustained the importers: 
The court reversed the board. 

The court rejected an appeal by Hol- 
lender & Co. on beer in casks. The im- 
porters protested that the casks were 
not full when imported, and that duty 
should acerue on the actual quantity 
rather than the branded or invoiced 
quantity. The decision of the Board of 
Apprajsers; had overruled the conten- 
tion. 

The court sustained the claim of C. H, 
Wyman & Co. for lower duty on paper 
ornaments, assessed 5 cents a pound and 
20 per cent. ad valorem under the act 
of 190%. The importers claimed the 
goods properly dutiable at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem.

TARIFF FEARS ABATE 


Steel,Buying Recedes Here, but 
Practically Nothing Comes from 
Abroad Under Low Duty. 


One of the important steel producing 
companies completed a few days ago a 
canvass of the leading jobbers in this 
city and Boston and in towns between 
these centres to see what effect the new 
tariff was having on imports of semi- 
finished steel from Europe. The ifquiry 
was sufficiently thorough to convince its 
authors that the conditions revealed 
were accurate as covering the jobbing 
business in steel along this portion of 
the Atlantic seaboard. It was shown 
that foreign competition was still prac- 
tically nil. The only lot of steel found 
to have been purchased abroad since the 
reduced tariff went into effect was 
twelve tons of bars to make shafting 
material. 

Yet, despite the continued absence of 
pressure from foreign steel on our mar- 
kets, the business of the steel companies 
is declining. A month ago steel men 
were not willing to admit that the ten- 
dency was toward a shrinkage of orders 


on a substantial scate—at least, not many 
were willing to. The monthly statements 
of the Steel Corporation ever since the 
first of the year had displayed a steady 


| falling off in advance business, but the 
| hope was expressed and reiterated as 


| time passed that a revival would come 
| along soon. The mills of both the Steel 
| Trust and independent companies a 


month ago were working well up toward 
capacity.

At the present time 
business abroad is poor and in conse- 


quence a substantial amount of steel is 
accumulating, as the mills have been 
working at a_ fair percentage of 
capacity despite falling prices and small 
demand. The foreign producers might 
dump this surplus on our shores and 
cause a disturbance to local conditions 
for a while, but if an increase.of buy- 
ing came along over there it would be 
a very short time before a check would 
be placed on exports. They would need 
the steel at home and they could get 
a better price than over here. I can- 
not see why American steel makers 
should feel much worried over the pos- 
sibility of competition of a demoralizing 
sort from the other side.” 

The views of this steel man were ex- 
pressed in other quarters. The fear of 
direct competition under the new tariff 
is declining. But the shrinkage of at 
ness is, nevertheless, laid in oe © 
to the tariff. This is caused by thre 
hesitation of manufacturers of numer- 
ous articles which were placed on the 
free list to buy steel. They seem to 
be waiting to sce how the market for 
their wares is going to act if foreign- 
made goods come in in volume, and are 
staying out of the market for semi-fin- 
ished steel for their shops and mills,

MAN IS SHOT DEAD 
IN CHASE FOR STRER 


Frenzied Animal Tears Down 
Fifth Avenue, Police Shoot- 
ing from Taxicabs. 








SEVEN OTHERS. SCATTER 
Wild Bullet Slays a Watchman— 


Waiter Is Wounded—All the 
Beeves Caught or Killed. 








A policeman’s wild bullet killed a 
watchman early yesterday morning in 


& wild cattle chase, which spread con- 
sternation in the heart of the city. One 
lumbering steer seeking to escape pur- 
suit turned into Fifth Avenue at Fifty- 
ninth Street and, dodging bullets which 
were fired at it by pursuing policemen, 
caused such uproar that Fifth Avenue 
thought that either a gangsters’ battle 
Was in progress or a Wild West show 
had lost its bearings. 
which was the cause of the death of the 
watchman. Fifth Avenue was awakened 
hours earlier than usual by the uproar. 

The steer which caused_the excite- 
ment in Fifth Avenue was one of eight 
which escaped from the yards of the 
New York Stock Company at Sixtieth 
Street and the North River. In the pur- 
suit another man was wounded, a po- 
liceman was in ured by being trampled 
on, and an auto delivery wagon was 
wrecked. The excitement began about 4 
o’clock yesterday morning and did not 
end until five hqurs later, when tne last 
steer was shot to death in Central Park. 

According to the stockyard authori- 
ties, about 200 short-horn Oregon steers 
were unloaded yesterday morning, con- 
signed to various butchers in the city. 
Most of them were turned directly from 
the stock cars into the company’s yard, 
between Sixty-first and Sixty-second 
Streets and the river. Thirty-four steers 


driven down the runway to Fifty-ninth 
Street, where they were to be placed on 
a cattleboat which would transfer them 
to the company’s abattoir, at Fortieth 
Street. There are two gates across 
Fifty-ninth Street to prevent the cattle 
from escaping. These gates, however, 
were not shut tight yesterday morning, 
and when the thirty-four steers arrived 
at that point, some of them turned to- 


them broke a 
started up the stree 
The steer which alarmed Fifth Ave- 
nue was one of the wildest of the lot, 
and it was a police bullet fired at it 
which went wild and killed George 
Beattie, night watchman of the build- 
ing in course of construction at 24 East 
Fifty-fifth Street, who lived at 2,007 
Amsterdam Avenue, and the wounding 
of Walter Wangerheim, ‘a captain of 
waiters at the Hotel Gotham. Police- 
man Grace of the East Fifty-first Street 
Station, on fixed post at Fifty- eighth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, was the first 
to notice the steer as it came tearing 
down the avenue from Fifty -nintn 
Street. He tried to head it off by 
waving his arms in front of it, but the 
steer charged straight on and 


°o upward thrust of horns. 
vihree her policemen poined Grace, 
who, in front of the Hotel Netherland, 
was shouting for a taxicab. Two taxi- 
cabs were commandeered; the police- 
men piled in, and away they w vent down 
Fifth. Avenue after the steer. AS the 
taxis gathered speed the policemen 
leaned out of the windows with re- 
volvefs in their anny ve began shoot- 
ing at the frightened steer. 
“Policeman Lenahan of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station, on fixed post at 
Fifty-fourth Street, ran to meet the 
strange procession approaching, and was 
joined at Fifty-fifth Street by Police- 
man Wilday. Both opened fire on the 
charging steer. The shots, wl hich were 
being fired with Gatling-gun rapidity, 
aroused the guests in the Hotel Gotham 
and St. Regis. Wangenheim, the cap- 
tain of waiters, had run out of the 
Gotham to see what was going on and 
a stray bullet struck him in the right 
ankle. An ambulance was summoned 
and Dr. Quaglia took him to Flower 


Hospital. 
Meanwhile the steer, bleeding from 


several wounds, turned into Fifty- fifth 
aon followed by a string of revolver- 





in automobiles. There were two 
Rl lanterns in front of the building 
guarded by Beattie to mark. an ob- 


structed sidewalk. Beattie ran out, of 
his little wooden house when _ he first 
heard the pistol shots and grabbed one 
of the lanterns, which he proudly bore 
to safety: and then, intent on saving 
his employer’s property, went back for 
the second. Just as he was reaching for 
it a bullet struck him in the right eye. 
He dropped to the ground, dead, while 
the chase went madly by. 

The steer turned south on Madison 
Avenue, with Policeman Lenahan’s taxi- 
eab leading the pursuit, and ran down 
to the house of the iate Whitelaw Reid, 
between Fifty-first and Fiftieth Streets. 
There the steer tried to climb the steps 
of the north wing of the Fahnestock 
house next door, and, failing in this at- 
tempt, skidded out into the street again 
and plunged to his knees in front of 
Cardinal Farley’s palace on the Fiftieth 
Street corner. Lenahan shoved his pis- 
tol against the animal's forehead and 
fired three shots, killing it. 

The other steers had scattered widely 
and also were causing trouble. Police- 
man Holmes, a negro, was standing at 
Etghtieth Street and Central Park West 
when one of the runaways collided with 
an auto delivery wagon of the Bauch- 
man grocery store at 729 Columbus Ave- 
nue, as the vehicle was crossing Cen- 
tral Park West to enter the park. The 
wagon got the worst of the collision 
which so enraged the steer that ‘he 
charged Policeman Patrick Kiernan, 
knocked him down and trampled on him. 
Holmes, a giant in stature, calmly 
walked up to the beast, 
nostrils with his right hand thereby 
shutting off his wind, and with a jiu- 
jitsu twist of one of the horns,® top- 
pled the 1,200-pound steer on its side, 
where he held it until it could be se- 
cured with ropes. _Kiernan’s injuries 
were treated by a police surgeon and he 
went home. 

All of the other steers were lassoed by 
policemen and returned: to the stock- 


yards.
